Technology, Robot Uprisings, 
and the Heart

lhe ancient Greek myth of 
Prometheus and the introduc- 
tion of fire warns about the 


consequences of technology, and even 
today, it is not uncommon to encoun- 
ter people who view technology with a 
certain amount of resigned pessimism, 
It seems it has become fashionable in 
postmodern times to view technology 
with a certain amount of despair, Futur- 
ists paint a grim picture of a new world 
in which powerful and sinister technolo- 
gies are ubiquitous and intrude into all 
of life and many recent movies depict 
scenarios of how technology will turn on. 
us and ultimately become a threat to hu- 
manity. Daniel Wilson, a 
robot researcher, took a 
humorous look at these 
fears in a recent book 
entitled How To Survive 
‘@ Robot Uprising: Tips on 
Defending Yourself Against 
‘the Coming Rebellion. In 
this book he warns that 
“any machine could reb- 
cl, from a toaster to a Terminator.” His 
book is complete with practical advice 
‘on how to survive and evade roaming 
robot predators. 

‘There are many legitimate concerns 
about computer technology (robot upris- 
ings nowwithstanding). Neil Postman, for 
‘example, has argued that technology is 
not neutral and does in fact change things. 
He notes that the designers of technology 
‘embed their personal or corporate values 
into technical artifuets, and as a result, 


These practices 
form habits, and 
habits have a way 
of shaping our 


technological objects 
are biased towards 
certain uses, which in 
turn biases a user to 
use them in a certain 
‘way. Technology has 
a way of changing 
things, 

T don’t think the 
greatest danger of 
technology will come 
in the form of a robot 
uprising or having. 
disgruntled machines 
enslaving humanity. 
Thelieve the greatest 
danger of technology 
is much more subile: 
in the way some of these 
changes creep into our 
lives and affect the way we 
relate, the way we spend 
our time, and the way we 
set our priorities. 

‘Technology has brought 
changes to the way we 
work, (0 our education 
(including here at Redeemer), to our 
personal lives, and even to our worship, 
These practices form habits, and habits 
havea way of shaping our hearts. We may 
not need to guard ourselves against a pos- 
sible robot uprising, but we do need to 
‘guard our hearts, for itis the “wellspring 
of life” (Proverbs 4:28) 

Because of the way technology can ef 
fect change, some view it with despair, 
as if somehow it were more fallen then 
other human pursuits. But there is noth- 


ing inherent in technology that should 
lead to rejection or despair; although 
fallen, technology is another part of the 
latent potential in God's good creation 
in which we can delight, And, just as in 
other aspects of creation, we are called 
to be faithful stewards of the resource, 
employing technology in responsible 
ways that answer God's call to love our 
neighbour and to care for the earth and 
it creatures. Rather then contributing to 
fear or despair, technology should con- 
tribute towards shalom. 

How than shall we live with technology? 
Do we shape technology or does it shape 
‘us? What place does technology take in 
‘our society and in our lives? These are 
the kinds of questions that thoughtful 
Christians ought ro engage. Ml

The goal of the survey was 
to examine alumni attitudes and behaviours so that the Board 
and the University could develop activities and events that 
strengthen alumni relations with fellow alumni, students and the 
‘entire Redeemer communi 
‘Some of the ey findings of the survey include: 

# On the whole, alumni are as involved with Redeemer as they 
want to be; there is no overwhelming sense amongst alumni 
that they wish to be more involved, and most are satisfied 
with the number of opportunities that currently exist; 

I Those aged 41 and above return to campus most frequently; 

A positive experience as a student increases an alumnus’ de- 
sire to be involved after leaving Redeemer; 

1 Certain events and activities ~ especially those that are more 
focused on social gatherings ~ are more likely to attract 
‘alumni than others; 

| More than 90% of alumni would recommend Redeemer toa 
prospective student. 
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‘The Board will continue to study the report over the next few 
months, It should be a valuable resource for the Board as it 
makes plans for this year and beyond. 


Finding an alternative for Homecoming 


For the last 15 years, the Alumni Association has invited alumni 
back to campus for Homecoming. The format of this event has 
varied over the years: sometimes it has been informal, featuring, 
nothing more than a barbeque; other times it has been more in- 
volved, with a lecture, banquet and after-dinner entertainment. 
Concerned about the relative lack of attendance at Homecom- 
ing over the last number of years, the Alumni Board undertook 
a review of the event. 

One of the key findings of that review, which involved survey- 
ing a number of alumni, was that there was litle interest among. 
alumni to return to campus for a broadly-focused “everyone and 
anyone” event. Alumni are much more interested in getting 
together with people with whom they share a common interest, 
such as those with whom they lived, studied, played sports or 
volunteered. 

‘Asa result, the Alumni Board has decided to cancel plans for 
fature Homecoming celebrations. Instead, they are developing, 
ideas to have more focused events, not only on campus, but also 
in locations off-campus. More information on these activities 
vill be reported in future issues of Images, and posted on the 
alumni website: www.redeemer.ca/alumni.
